RAIL ROAD CONVENTION VIRGINIA.

A meeting of Delegates from Prince
Edward, Charlotte, Nottaway and Amelia
counties, the town of Farmville, and the
city of Richmond, took place at Charlotte
court-hous- e on the 5th inst. to consider the
propriety of constructing a Rail Road from
Danville in Pittsylvania, to Farmville, in
Prince Edward. Col. Clement Carrinff- -

0ton was chosen President of the Conven-
tion. About 40 delegates were in attend-
ance. The result of the deliberations was,
a recommendation by the Convention for
the construction of a Rail Road from the
town of Farmville to Danville ; another
from Richmond to Farmville, thence to
Lynchburg; and another from the town
of Farmville to Petersburg. A committee
was appointed to raise a fund in Prince
Edward and Charlotte, to defray the ex-

pense of surveying a route for the rail-
road from Farmville to Danville. These
proceedings speak well for the public spi-

rit and enterprize of our neighbors in Vir-
ginia.

A rail-roa- d Convention is to assemble
at Salisbury in this State, on the 10th of
October. We hope something; efficient
may be done at this convocation; that the
recommendations and efforts of the mem-
bers may concentrate on some one practi-
cal scheme, and push it to a'completion.

Hon. Henry L. Pincknev is a candi-
date for re-electi- to Congress from Char-
leston. He is a nullifier; but the ultras

cold. To the last recommendation the edi-

deleterious to health the cold article be-

ing much more wholesome, and even more
palatable, after twelve months experience.

has been saved is very detective. W e have
heard it suggested by many experienced
persons, that swimming the wheat before
sending it to mill, is the best method of
cleansing it of bad grains.
